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Dear Sir: 

This paper is in response to the Office Action mailed April 4, 2001, having a period 
for response set to expire on May 4, 2001, being one (1) month from the date of the Office 
Action. 

The Examiner has issued a restriction requirement that requests the applicant to select 
from among four species including species A drawn to the structure shown in Figs. 5a and 6, 
species B drawn to Fig. 5b, species C drawn to Fig. 7, and species D drawn to Fig. 8. 

Applicants respectfully traverse the restriction requirement stated in the above- 
referenced Office Action and, in accordance with 35 U.S.C. § 121 and 37 C.F.R. § 1.143, 
provisionally elect to examine Species D drawn to Fig. 8. 

All claims 1-20 are readable on Species D shown in Fig. 8. 
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Applicants traverse the restriction requirement on the basis that all elements in each of 
claims 1-20 is contained within the structure shown in Fig. 8. Applicants further traverse the 
restriction requirement on the basis that the different species have the same status in the art as 
shown by a same classification for examination purposes. 

Therefore, it is respectfully requested that the Examiner reconsider and withdraw the 
restriction requirement and examine Claims 1-20 as a single invention. 
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
